Cleaning Itoilrrs with Oil. 


It is stated thct in recent experiments 


the cleaning ol boiler* with oil has been 
found economical and effective in prevent- 
ing rust scale, besides exerting a cleansing 
influence on the pipe*. The best results 
were obtained by tbe use of two quarts per 
week on boilers four feet in diameter and 
twelve feet long, and three quarts a week 
for boilers Ih e feet iu diameter 
The kero- 


sene is introduced through a quarter-inch 
branch to the suction pipe of the feed pnmp, 
leading to the vessel containing the oil, so 
that any quantity, large or small, could be 
put into the boiler simultaneously with 
the usual feed.—New York Telegram. 


Slap Books, Don't Brash Thrni. 


The proper way to clean books is to take 


two of about the same size and strike their 
sides smartly together several times, until 
all the dust is expelled, and not apply cloth 
or duster to the gilt or leather. Books that 
are in open cases, with a simple curtain 
hanging in front of them, which can be 
easily pushed back and forth on a rod, re- 
tain their-freshness just as well as those
